1 . The drawings are objected to because the unlabeled boxes shown in the drawing Figures 
1-7, should be provided with descriptive text label to correspond to description in the 
specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application.

Claim 1 line 1, delete "which include" and after "each" —node includes 
inserted. 

Claim 1 line 5, after "circuit", — (5) ~ should be inserted. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Benayoun et al 
("Benayoun") (US Patent No. 5,790,608). 

Benayoun discloses, a communications network apparatus including a plurality of 
network nodes a synchronization circuit for synchronizing a first clock signal of a first data 
terminal equipment haying a reference clock, a means for extracting the reference clock from the 
analog signals carried by the communication network, a comparator circuit 281 for comparing 
the phase between reference clock and second clock (figs. 3A-B, 4A-B), a divider arrangement 
280 for dividing the network clock signal through wherein nodes in a network are synchronized 
with each other using a clock transfer system (col. 2, lines 35-65; col. 4, lines 45-55; col. 10, 
lines 60-64).

7. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
